Ifhe i^sollne was delivered hy 2Pall to Sulfenho (131-09* 44-23) 
in five shipments of five carloads each* At Sulf^nho the gasoline was 
unloaded and transshipped to Mutanchlang (129-3?* 44-36)* Chiamussu (130»21 b 
46-49) and Harhln hy Chinese Communist personnel* 

3- In Janmry 1948 twenty trainloads of produce were dispatched hy the Chinese 
Oomoiimists to the USSR* Bach train consisted of fifteen to twenty cars* 
and the cargo amounted to approxlzoately 9*000 tons of sorghtim* soya heans* 
wheat end millet. 

3. (Three to four freight trains left Harhin dally la ychruary 1948 for Ifutaa- 
chiang and Sulfenho. ^Trains routed to Sulfexzho carried foodsttsffs* and half 
of those returning from Sulfenho were loaded with farming machinery* while 
the other half returned empty.
